Preferably, corn should follow a 
winter legume but this is not al- 
ways possible for the winter le 
gume acreage is limited. After

(1) Plant the leading variety 


of corn for your section as deter- 
mined by the Alabama Experiment 
Station.

E’PRISE SATURDAY 


A mass meeting of farmers and 
business men of the county has 
been called for next Saturday af- 
ternoon, May 28rd, at two o'clock, 
at the court house in Enterprise, 
according to information received 
by The Clipper Tuesday night from 


County Agent W, M, Ray. 
According to Mr. Ray the object 


of the meeting will be to put on 
1 campaign to reduce the cotton 
acreage in the county, A number 
of leading farmers and business 
men have been working on the 
proposition and it has been decid- 
ed to ask every farmer in the coun- 


ty to participate in the campaign 
by ploughing up every fourth row 
of cotton which has been planted, 
and to substitute corn, peas, sov 
beans or some other crop that will 
be a benefit to the farmer.

on this campaign early in June, | been too 
Mr. Ray states that the leaders in}inadequate to meet 


the movement have the hearty en- 


dorsement of many of the bankers 


and business men of this county 
as well as leading farmers in nearly 
every section of the county. It is 
pointed out that with the present 
acreage farmers are almost sure to 
face a low price for their cotton 
this fall. A twenty-five per cent 
reduetion on the plan suggested 
above would bring in equally as 
good price and farmers would prof- 
it by the substitution of some oth- 
er crop. 

Mr. Ray states that an effort will
